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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Claim 6 raises new issues such as 35U.S.C.1 12, first and second paragraph . 

The newly submitted claim 6 is broader than the previous claim 6 because the claimed isolated nucleic acid originates from genus 
Candida . The genus Candida has many species such as Candida albicans, Candida galli, Candida asparagi, Candida diospyri, Candida 
qinlingensis, C. tropicalis and C. glabrata etc. Therefore , recitation of "genus Candida" raises new issues under 35U.S.C.1 12, first 
paragraph (written description and enablement) and requires a new search. Further, the claim is vague and not clear whether applicant 
is claiming an isolated nucleic acid based on protein characteristics or hybridization conditions or both. Therefore, it raises issues under 
35U.S.C.112, second paragraph. 

Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the rejections of record for claim 6 are maintained. 
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
